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MILLS ON FINANCE 


fie Criticises the President 


and Secretary. 


PENSION OKATOKY IN THE HOUSE 


Policy of the Administration Scored 


by Both Republicans and 


Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, January 15. — Senator 


Mills' speech on finance with frequent 
direct criticisms of the Fneldent and 
eecretary of the treasury, waa the main 
feature of today'a session. There wan 
added interest in the epeech from the 
fact that Mr. Mlllo had been prominent 
in the senate ao the champion of the 
Presidential policy. His criticisms to- 
day were temperate and dignified, tbe 
senator giving expression to his'lltfch 
personal regard for the executive, al- 
though differing from him radically on 
the question of financial policy. 


Whenever the verdict of the people 


had been taken it had been in favor of 
the legal tender notes. Tbe people had 
.always stood against bonds. 


"Let any party," eaid Mr. Mills, 


"dare to go before the country in the 
coming contest with a plain declaration 
favoring a bonded debt and bank circu- 
lation, and when the campaign IB over 
that party will need the services of a 
JUTet-claBB undertaker." 


He differed with tlio President on this 


subject, and he regretted it. But this 
was a country of free discussion, and 
the difference with the President and 
the secretary of tbo treasury existed in 
epito of high personal regard for them. 
The President wanted more bonds, add- 
ing to tl-c people's burden, and impos- 
ing this burden oil our children and our 
pliildrim'e children. 


Mr. Gray aoked if Mr. Mills believed 


In uoleB which were never redeemed ; in 
short, flat money. 
Mr. Mills rejected the idea that legal 


tender notes were fiat, and explained 
the theory of fiat money. 
"Why did not our distinguished secre- 


tary of the treasury," asked Mr. Mills, 
"when the bank conspiracy began ony 
to these gentlemen, now send in your 
cards and 1 will pay you iu Oliver? If 
tho secretary had coined the silver in 
the treasury aud paid it for current ex- 
penses there would have been no de- 
ficit." 
The 1'resident'rt bond issues were 


futile. The $1(10.000,000 issue a few 
daya hence would be followed by another 
$100,000,000 in a few months. 
The 
President's language concerning finances 
aoundcd like tbe statements of Jay 
Cooko when he advocated national debts 
AS national blessings. This bank power 
threatened to wield a controlling power 
in the senate, the house of representa- 
tives, the executive branch and the 
United States supreme court. This laat 
branch tiad grown so powerful that 
it could almost decree monarchy in 
the United SUtea. That would be no 
more absurd than the decision against 
the income tax, overruling the decision*) 
•of a hundred years. The senator closed 
with a strong expression of hit purpotra 
to at all times resist the growing influ- 
ence of the bank power. 
The silver bond bill was taken up at 


2 o'clock and Mr. PefTer, Populist of 
Kansas, addressed the eeiiate. Me eaid 
tbat the speech of Mills had at laat justi- 
fied the Populist party. 
"We have tbe remarkable spectacle," 


aald Mr. Peffer, "of a Democratic sena- 
tor holding a distinguished place in hia 
party, arraigning and denonncing the 
policy of tho President which this party 
brought into power." 
Mr. Peffer urged in particular tho re. 
iwal of all laws authorising the issue of 
bonds. 
Ho yielded the floor to permit Mr. 


Puirh, Democrat of Alabama, to offer a 
resolution similar in text to tho resolu- 
tion historically known aa the "Stanley 
Matthew a resolution" for the payment 
of government obligations in either coin, 
gold or Eilver. Mi. Pugh gave notice 
that he will ask a vote on this resolu- 
tion on Monday. 
Resuming Mr. Feffer said the Populist 


party would properly arrange the parity 
of the metals when it came into power. 
"That will bo," said Mr. Hoar /'when 


the millenium oucurj," 
"Tho millenium is near at hand and 


we will not have long to wait," replied 
Mr. Peffer. 


The Senator eaid the bond policy of 


the President was little elae than a 
"great public crime." 
Mr. Peffer will continue his remarks 


tomorrow. 
On motion of Mr. Wolcott, Repub- 


lican of Colorado, the senate agreed that 
the adjournment tomorrow would be 
until Monday. 
At -1.15 the aenate went into executive 


•session, and at 4.25 p.m. adjourned un- 
til tomorrow. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, January 15.— Another 


day was consumed by the house in ora- 
tory upon the pension appropriation 
bill, in course of which the policy of the 
present administration towards the vet- 
erans was scored by both Republicans 
and Democrats and defended by two or 
three Democrats. The most notable in- 
cident of the debate waa tbe attack 
made by Mr. Grow of Pennsylvania, 
upon what he termed the extraordinary 
attempt by the President and hia clerka 
to encroach upon the prerogatives of the 
executive branch of the government. 
He denounced Secretary Carlisle for 
Bending a financial bill to congress, aad 
the action of the President in having 
read the famous letter to Mr. Oatchinga 
on the Wilson bill just before a vote on 
the bill, which he said was an attempt 
to inflaeno the vote. Congress should 
resent such encroachments upon ita pre- 
rogatives, Mr. Grow declared. 


Mr. Walsh, Democrat of Georgia, did 


not think that provision of the law a 
proper one which compels a widow to 
show that she depends upon her daily 
labor for support before she can aecure 
a pension. 
Mr. McCall, Republican of Tennesuee 


believed the pension laws were good,bn 
were not enforced in the proper epint. 


Mr. Hanl.iy, Republican of Indiana 


spoke in fnvor of an amendment provid 
inc for the restoration to the rolla o 
pensioners dropped therefrom. 


Mr. Hordy thought the debt to th 


eoldier had never been paid and favore 
more liberal pensions. 


Mr. Lacey, Republican of Iowa, pre 


dieted that 101,000 cases of pensioner 
dropped or suspended from the rolls b 
the present commissioner, would be re 
viewed by the next administration an 
many of them restored, and asked tha 
nothing be done to prevent a review b 
• 
one commissioner of his predecessor 


Mr.' Mills, Republican of Michigai 


wanted ever soldier who nrved nine 
tlaya to have a pension. 


Mr. Crowlliar, Republican of Mi 


aoufi, advised tho hearing of p«nik 


cawB In state rather than iu federal 
oirts. 


Mr. Low, Republican of New York, 


and Mr. Spaldiag, Republican of Mich- 
igan, spoke in favor of the bill and both 
believed a pension ehould be a vested 
right. 


Mr. Grow, Republican of Pennsyl- 


vania, opposed the idea of communica- 
tion! being sent to the home by the 
President and cabinet officers for the 
purpose of creating Initiation and re- 
ferred to the letter tent by the President 
to Mr. Catchinga. 
"Thie bouse/' he aaid, "should resent 


any attempt by the President or his 
clerka to dictate logislatioa to 
the 
house." 


Then at 4.05 p.m. tbehonee adjourned 


until tomorrow.

SAN FRANCIHCO, January 15. — The 


California River Improvement conven- 
tion met in fifth annual session today at 
thi* Chamber of Commerce. Delegate! 
rom eighteen counties in the vtate, and 
rom the cities of San Franctaco, Oak- 
and, Alameda, Stockton, Maryeville 
and San Jow came tojorder at the call of 
Chairman A. H. Rose of the executive 
committee, and settled down immedi- 
ately and enthusiastically to tbe work 
on hand. There WAR enough ardor to 
successfully carry unanimously the one 
object of the committee— a present up. 
propriation to start the werk of milking 
lavigahle the great interior waterways 
of the state. 
There were fully 100 delegates in their 
seats when Cbairmnn Rose rapped for 
order and stated tbe purpose for which 
b ie convention had been called. 


After a long discussion of tho plau to 


send a delegation to Washington, a mo- 
tion that it be the sense of this convention 
that a delegation, to bo selected by the 
executive committee, be sent to Wash- 
ington was carried unanimously.

MORGAN'S LETTER TO CLEVELAND 


Urges Tbat a Contract With the 


Syndicate Would Have 


Been Best. 


NEW YORK, January 15.— Members of 


a the mail this morning a circular let- 
er from J. P. Morgan & Company, re- 
easing them from the committment to 
urnish their pro rata of the $100,000,000 
gold and tbe second $100,000,000 if de- 
aired, taking payment in 4 per cent 
government bonds. 


A letter to tbe President to which the 


circular alludes, follows :

To the President, Washington, D. C. 


—Sir:— It is with great hesitation that 
; venture to address you in relation to 
the present financial situation. 


As ^on are doubting well aware, 


financial affairs are approaching a eeri- 
me crisis and the tension today Is ex- 
retne, and whilst no outward evidences 
have developed we are likely at any 
moment to reach the point and conee- 
quoneei which it will then bo too late to 
emedy. The gravity of the situation 
mast be my excuse. The moat import- 
ant step at this moment is the reatorn,- 
-ion of government, credit by replacing 
he gold reserve in the treasury beyond 
question. 
This much accomplished, 


onfidence, both home and abroad, iu 
he stability of our currency will be re- 
tored. 
After my recent visit to Washington 
became convinced that any legislative 
ction to improve the methods at the 
ispoaal of the executive as unlikely ; in 
act, impossible. 
I, therefore, took steps to ascertain 


whether it would be possible to ob- 
tain the co-operation of the parties 
t home and abroad to the extent that 
would enable me to negotiate n contract 
pith the government for the sale of 
1,500,000 ounces of cold, approximat- 
ng $200,000,000, on about the basis

In this effort 
I have been 


uccesoful, aud am now in position 
o make such a contract for the full 
mount. I do not hesitate to alllrm, in 
act urge, that iuch a contract would in 
very way be for the best interests of 
he government and the people, and 
would be followed by less derangement 


f tho money market, of trade, in fact of 
II interests, including foreign cx- 
hangea( all of which, until recently, 
were in ftuch an increasingly prosperous 
condition, and I urge your serious coo- 


iteration of such contract. 
Attheatme time I recognfoe tbe ef- 
ect of legislation which baa been pro- 
posed and the discussion thereupon in 
roth bouses of congress, all of which 
might lead you to hesitate to make a 
private contract, and consequently, in 
view of the gravity of the situation, I 
eel bound to aay tbat if after a confer- 
nce, in which I can more fully lay the 
matter before you, and without express- 
ng any confidence in such a mode of 
traced ure in the face of previous fail- 
ires of similar attempts, but recounti- 
ng as I do that the responsibility of de- 
Ision lies with you, I pledge to you 
very influence and effort in toy power 
to assist tho government in its endeavor 
o make successful a negotiation by pub- 
ic advertisement, which shall result in 
he sale to the treasury of 11,500,000 
unces of United States gold coin <$200,- 
00,000), and further, I will, no far as I 
loasibly can, take such steps as will en- 
ble the syndicate which I represent to 
oin in makinc the negotiations uucceas- 
ul to its full amount.

organ Syndicate Dissolved so That 


Individual Members Mfffht

WASHINGTON, January 15.— The an- 
ouncemeut that the bond syndicate 
ad bueu dissolved wai received here 
ith aotne surprise, although among 
IlclalB conversant with the changed 
t nation, no other course has seemed 
pen to Mr. Morgan and his associates, 
ie reason given for the dissolution is 
cceptod as tlio true one, since Mr. Mor- 
gan and his friends nra fully aware of 
he fact that the success of the loan by 
opular subscription is no longer a 
alter of doubt. To hold the syndicate 


mnkfl to the terms of the contract, it is 
rgued, would prevent any of them from 
tarticiputing in the loan except in the 
ipacity of a syndicate, which under the 
langed conditions id most certainly 
otild result to their disadvantage. 
Mr. Morgan's purpose in releasing hia 
ssociatea, it is believed, » to give them 
i equal chance with the other hanky 
nd iimmcial institutions to secure 
hatever part of the loan they may do- 
re. 
The only criticism so far heard of Mr* 
organ's public. Htiitement is that tun 
ssertion that ho "went to Washington 
or a conference" is misleading, as Die 
atuml inference is that this invitation 
mie from the President or by hia sane- 
on from some member of the cabinet. 
This, it is nuid, is not the fnct. When 
[r. Morgan camo to Washington tho 
'resident declined to see him, nor, It ia 
dded, did he ixmler with any member 
: the cabinet at the President' eugges- 
on. 
It ia stated on high authority that the 
resident and Secretary Carlisle have 
ecuived such assurances from a large 
umber of prominent bankers through- 
lit the country that there cannot be a 
oubt as to the loan being negotiated. 
It is argued 'hat during the lute break 
n tho market which followed thean- 
onncement of the government 'a ntti- 
ude on the Venezuelan question, east- 
rn bankers took advantage of the sharp 
ecline in American securities and as a 
esvilt their holdings are now large and 
mast be protected from a further decline 
which would follow the failure ol 
he loan or tho depletion of the reserve 
o a point ao unavoidable aa to affect the 
market. 


Under these circumstances it is be- 


iieved that should a large export move- 
ment set in before the loan la coneam- 
mnted, tho large banks and other finan- 
cial inntiiutions would neutralize the 
effect by making deposits of gold. 


In uny event the officials here are not 


apprehensive of any eerioua difficulty in 
maintaining the reserve at about its 
iresent figure nor in placing the $100, 
100,000 loan at a fair price, both to the 
government and to the purchaser. The 
only serious question involved in the 
situation, it is said, IB from wiiat source 
are the bond purchasers to obtain thei 
gold, und if from the banks, as seem 
altogether probable as to a very large 
percentage of it, will not the bank 
aventually rnceivo their reserve holding 
by withdrawals from the treasury?

were inclined to subject them to critical 
inapoctiou when they first began'to «eo 
light, and tboj havo reached a poiiit. 
too, where they represent ns much di- 
versity in toiie as the ibau's club. Tbli 
medical club, formed ouo year ago, waa 
tho first club of the kind ever organized 
iu this country exclusively for women, 
tuid its object is to afford social as well 
as scientific advantages, to furnish op- 
portunity for a more iutinmte acquaint- 
ance among women of Uio medical pro- 
fession and bring about a harmony be- 
tween them which could not exist with- 
ont some means of meeting together aud 
holding diecussious entirely mdopcudent 
of tho men. 
Women nro not cordially 


received iu meu'n medical societies, so 
this medical dob was a natural couse- 
qneiico. Last, but not an altogether un- 
important reason for establishing this 
club, was tho more frivolous one of giv- 
ing them a chance to ludnlgo in harm- 
less gossip over tho cap of tea which in 
a woman's substitute for the cigar and 
glass of wine which men find-necessary 
to bo sociable, and whether sho is a 
serious minded doctor or n society wom- 
an she delighte in her cup of tea and 
tho friendly intercourse it brings. 


That tbo progress of women iu tho 


medical profession is continuous is at- 
tested by tho increasing number ol 
women physicians and their growing 
success, in spite of the fact that they 
havo to contend with a lack of, faith iu 
their skill and judgment simply because 
they are womcii. The city of Chicago, 
with tho suburbs, claims 250 Women 
doctors, ami many of those among tho 
youuger women aro fitted to bo sur- 
geons. Dr. Gcrtrndo Gail Wellington, 
who is n graduate of the Women's Med- 
ical college of the Now York infirmary, 
was tho first president of tho olub aud 
has ably served her term of one your. 
Besides tho usual number of ruling offi- 
cers there is a board of councilors, to 
wboul nil questions iu regard to tho 
ethics of tTio medical profession nro re- 
ferred. 


During ouo year the clnb has given a 


number of eutcrtaiuiuciits aud recep- 
tions, besides several banquets at tho 
Auditorium hotel, to tvliicli mnii i 
profession were invited. Aside from tlio 
social part, the women huvo done soiuo 
good work iu mnnicipul reforms. By 
soliciti iJg tho aid of the press, and thoir 
own combined efforts, they succeeded in 
preventing tho proposed abolishment of 
milk inspectors, niid petitioned tho city 
council to consider tho necessity of a 
smallpox hospital, which was filially 
bnilt. Tho disposition of garbage and 
tho best methods for removing it is 1111- 
otlier subject which has received their 
attention. 


Dr. Wellington has taken great inter- 


est in tho puui&hnient of boys between 
12 and 17, who aro now scut to prison, 
where they associate with other crim- 
inals, aud recommends the establishment 
of a school for thoui where they can bo 
taught according to their special needs, 
and that they be sent to an asylum 
where they con have a doctor's caro 
rather than to tbe penitentiary. The 
"pet scheme" which absorbs some of 
the attention of tho clnb just ut present 
is to establish a free hospital In conuec- 
tlon with tho lutoniatiomil Medical 
Mission institute, a college which gives 
both men and women a practical educa- 
tion iu medicine. It will bo interesting 
to watch the result of thin concerted ac- 
tion ninong tho medical women, an there 
certainly is a wide range of subjects 
which may coroo up for discussion and 
no limit to tho good which is within 
thoir power to promote.—Now York 
Suu.
